'and for their services during the past 
fear in such a sum as they deemed 
iroper, was turned down.

Mr. Purcell desired

monstrance. 
J . M. Gwinn, who was 
present, who is a non-resident proper­ 
ty owner on Oliver street, stated that 
under the 
old law 75 jier cent, of 
the number of lineal feet belonging 
to the property owners on the stre< t 
was required to carry a remonstrance 
a id t » at all property owners, resident 
or non-resident, had a right to vote. 
He gave his ex perience and subsequent 
law suit regarding the East Second 
street improvements as an ex ample. 
According to the new law 60 per cent, 
of the resident properly owners can 
carry remonstrance. 
There are thir­ 
teen reinonstrators against the 
im­ 
provements.

The number of

Corner of J ackson and Seventh streets, 
Morgan and Six th, Main and Third, 
Perkins and Third, alley on Third, IJ ly ccpc 
between Main and Morgan, Fifth and

Morgan, Seventh and Morgan, and 
Third and Morgan. 
These crossings 
were to be constructed of brick or 
cement. 
A gutter which obstructs the 
water instead of leading it away was 
ordered changed. 
City Clerk Lakin was also instructed 
to purchase two iron crossings for the 
gutters betw'een the Farmers’ bank 
and Ly tle’s drug store, and to boy 
three more car loads of crashed stone 
for the streets. 
Chairman Smith of the water and 
light committee recommended that the 
pray er of the petition for 
an addi­ 
tional light on Harrison street between 
Seventh and Eighth, be not granted, 
there being already enough lights in 
that vicinity . 
The report was con­ 
curred in. 
Council then allowed claims to the 
amount 
of # 1200 and adjourned to 
meet on J une 6th.

Beaver was arrested by Con­ 
stable Henry Osborn at. hfs home aud 
after being brought before the squire 
was placed under a bond of # 500 for 
his appearance Saturday morning at 
a preliminary hearing.

the in terstate com m erce laws. 
Mr. 
Robbins, who was the sta r w itness of 
th« day and ap p eared to continue his 


testim ony of yesterday, was closely 
examined by the com m ittee regarding 
the op eration of the Arm our interests. 
These exclusive contracts with rail- 
, roads, he said, were generally p rivate 
| contracts, though exhibited when re- 
( quested. 
He asserted that the Ar- 
j m ours do not get any advantages over 
| other ship p ers in those cars. 
Rep ly 
; ing to C hairm an Judkins, the w itness 
said that his com p any-did not want 
to be subject to the in terstate com­ 
m erce laws. 
“It seem s," interjected 
Mr. Elkins, “that you have at* the ad­ 
vantages and none of the resp onsibili­ 
ties of common carriers.” 
According to the w itness, the Ar­ 
m ours have 
2 0 0 articles known as 
p ackinghouse 
p roducts 
which 
are 
transp orted in A rm our cars. 
“You control the transp ortation or 
these p roducts in the p rivate cars," 
rem arked Senator Kean. 
“Not control, but the Arm ours ship 
th eir p roducts in these cars.” 
Mr. Robbins adm ilted that on roads 
where they had exclusive contracts 
like the P ete M arquette line, the roads 
could not engage in the ship m ent of 
the p roducts covei^d in the contract, 
in other cars. 
Those who com p lained 
on this m atter, he added, w ere mostly 
receivers and com m ission men, and 
not the p roducers and ship p ers. 
Senator Dolliver asked Mr. Robbins 
regarding the business of the Armour 
Car Lines and it’s earnings. 
Mr. Rob­ 
bins insistea that the com p any is a 
p rivate one and ought not to be com 
p elled to exp ose its books or earnings 
any more than any other p rivate com 
p anv. 
“ U nless we should consider th at you 
are a p ublic carrier the sam e as a rail 
road com p any,” rem arked Senator Dol­ 
liver. 
Mr. Robbins denied that the Ar­ 
mours w ere interested in any of the 
fruit com p anies in California, or that 
the A rm ours had a monop oly of the 
transp ortation of California fruits, ac­ 
knowledging, however, that his com­ 
p any had a monop oly of the fruit 
transp ortation in the Pere M arquette 
region and in Georgia and Florida. 
The Arm ours, he adm itted, had exclu­ 
sive contracts with all the South At­ 
lantic coast states railw ays, exclusive 
contracts in eastern Tennessee, and 
on certain roads in M issouri and Ar­ 
kansas, and on the Southern Pacific 
road. 
The Santa Fe was a com p eting 
line in the fruit business in California.
